Recipes for Menu 


Melon and Pineapple Cup: Have 
one cup of watermelon balls, one cup 
of cantaloupe balls, one cup of diced 
pineapple, one-half cup of pineapple 
syrup, one-half cup of orange juice 
and two tablespoons of lemon juice 
well chitled, and arrange the fruit 
in glasses. Mix the fruit juices 
with sugar to taste, pour over the 
fruit, and serve ice cold. 


Cream of Frash Asparagus Soup: 
Add two cups of water to two 13- ! 


ounce eans of chicken broth and 
one teaspoon salt, and bring to boil- 
ing. Add the tender tops of half a 
bunch of fresh asparagus cut in 
small pieces (about two cups), and 
boil until tender. Meanwhile cut or 


grind the lower, toucher parts of | 


the asparagus stalks in fine pieces, 
add to two cups of boiling water. 
Cook about thirty minutes, and then 
press through a colander. Sauté 
one small minced onion in two 
tablespoons of butter, add two ta- 
blespoons of flour and then, gradu- 
ally, the stock pressed from the 
asparagus. Cook five minutes, then 
add to the broth and asparagus 
mixture. Just before serving add 
one cup of hot cream. Serve with 
butter thins spread with grated 
cheese and browned under the 
broiler. 


Potatoes on the half shell are 
simiply potatoes baked for a while, 
and cut in two. Then the potato 
is cut out of the skin, mashed and 
stuffed back into the “shells” which 
the baking has hardened, and put 
into the oven for a few minutes, to 
brown on top. 


Shell Fish Mayonnaise is the 
piéce de résistance of this nourish- 
ine luncheon. To make it mix to- 


gether one 6-ounce can of lobster, 
one-half cup of diced cucumbers 
and some French dressing. Mix 
one 5%-ounce can of shrimp, one 
tablespoon of capers, four table- 
spoons of thinly sliced radishes and 
some French dressing. Mix one 
6%4-ounce can of crabmeat and one- 
half cup of diced celery with two 
tablespoons of lemon juice. Chill 
these three mixtures separately. 
Just before serving moisten each 
slightly with mayonnaise. On each 
large serving plate arrange lettuce, 
place a large spoonful of mayon- 
naise in center of each, and then put 
a large spoonful of each salad mix- 
ture around this mayonnaise, and 
garnish with strips of pimiento, ripe 
olives and sweet pickle fans. Serve 
the potato on the half shell on the 
same plate. 


Plenty of Dessert 


Apricot and Lemon Sherbert: 
Dissolve one package of lemon 
flavored gelatin in two cups of boil- 
ing water, add one and one-fourth 
cups of sugar, and cool. Add one 
cup of cold water, the contents of 
one No. 2 can of apricots pressed 
through a sieve and one cup of heavy 
cream.

New Bay Bridge 
Permit Is Sought 


A final attempt to obtain a franchise 
for a bay bridge at Candlestick 
Point, just south of the San Francisco 
county ‘line, to Alameda from the 
San Mateo county supervisors before 
the new State bridge law goes into 
effect, was indicated this week when 
John E. Manders, San Francisco at- 
torney, started publication of notice 
of intention to apply for such a fran- 
chise before the supervisors in this 
city on August 14, 

Attorney Manders informed a news- 
paper man that he represents Bast- 
ern capitalists, who desire to finance a 
$25,000,000 span across the bay from 
Candlestick Point, but refused to di- 
vulge the names of his clients. 

Two previous efforts to obtain a 
franchise for a bridge from this point 
met with refusal from the county su- 
pervisors after a bitter controversy. 
The applicants were J. Wi Thomp- 
son anf Frank Elbridge Webb. Strong 
oppasition to the granting of the 
franchises developed both in San 
Francisco and San Mateo counties. 
San Francisco fearing that a bridge 
built across the bay from Candlestich 
Point would defeat their chances otf 
ever getting a permit from the Wa, 
Department to construct a span from 
San Francisco to Oakland. 

The recent legislature enacted sev- 
eral bills transferring the control of 
toll bridge franchises from county 
supervisors to the State toll bridge 
authority, which was created for that 
purpose by the bills. This legislation 
Was approved by Governor Young on 
June 10, and will become effective on 
September 10, so the present applica- 
tion is regarded as an attempt to 
“get in under the wire” while the 
supervisors still have control of the 
question. 

In view of the previous refusals of 
county supervisors to grant permits 
for a span from Candlestick Point 
and the declared policy of the State 
of California against any more pri- 
vately owned toll bridges, the opin 
ion was generally expressed that the 
present application would be denied. 

The War department has repeatedly 
issued statements to the effect that 
only one low level bridge would be 
sanctioned north of San Mateo, and 
for this reason San Francisco has 
strenuously opposed all previous ap- 
plications for a bridge from Candle- 
stick point on the grounds that it 
would prevent forever the construc- 
tion of a publicly owned span from 
San Francisco to Oakland. 


TELEPHONE GIRLS HEROINES 
IN MILL VALLEY FIRE 


Courageously remaining at their 
posts, summoning aid and assistance, 
while their own homes were burning, 
telephone operators at Mill Valley 
were conceded heroines of the $1,000,- 
000 fire which swept a portion of the 


town and Marin county last week. 

With fiames less than two blocks 
from the telephone office the girls 
worked at top speed, hour after hour, 
pausing for rest only when the smoke 
became suffocating. They sent warn- 
ings, coordinated the work of the fire 
fighters, and performed invaluable 
service. Ag the fire neared the build- 
ing of The Pacific Telephone and 
Telegraph Co., trucks were backed 
up, to carry the operators to safety but 
the wind switched in time. 

Beginning at 3 o’clock in the at 
ternoon, operators called 1476 num. 
bers, mobilizing 2000 fire fighters. The | 
switchboard girls, as is customary. in 
their craft, forgot all personal consid- 
erations, and worked at their boards 
until many were nearly “asleep on 
their feet.’ 

As burning homes collapsed and 
tore down telephone lines, F. H.| 
Deimal, district plant superintendent, 
ordered new lines into the burning 
area. Burned out lines were recon- 
nected and special trunks installed to 
handle the flood of calls from sur- 
rounding cities. 

City officials of Mill Valley admit-| 
ted that without the aid of the tele-| 
phone, the loss would have been swell

War To Be Waged 
On Drunken Drivers 


The Division of Motor Vehicles to- 
day prepared for a new offensive in its 
war against drunken drivers with the 
establishment of night patrols in the 
vicinity of roadside resorts suspected 
of selling liquor to motorists, accord- 
ing to official word received by Capt. 
J. B. Logan of the San Mateo County 
Traffic Squad. 


This announcement of this new 
phase of the division’s campaign was 
coincident with the release of figures 
showing 412 drunken driverg to have 
been involved in accidents in Califor- 
nia during the last six months. Thir- 
ty-one of these accidents involved the 
death of one or more persons. 

Applying the familiar adage of an 
ounce of prevention being worth a 
pound of cure, it was announced the 
officers will be instructed to arrest any 
persons attempting to leave such places 


in automobiles in an intoxicated con-| 


dition and to submit them to a “sopéf- 
ing up process before permitting them 
to proceed, 


Those caught out on the highways 
will be dealt with in a more summary 
manner. Charges of driving while in- 
toxicated will be placed against them 
and they will be taken to the nearest 
jail. 

“The motor vehicle act specifically 
confines the duties of traffic officers 
to enforcement of the traffic laws,” 
said a bulletin issued by Chief Inspec- 
tor George F. Moynahan, “We have, 
therefore, instructed them to take no 
part in the enforcement of liquor laws 
and to stay out of places suspected of 
selling liquor. 

“But we are vitally concerned in 
saving human lives from the irrespon 


|Sible drunken driven and propose tu 


prevent persons in an intoxicated. con- 
dition from driving on the highways. 

“For this reason our men will be 
instructed to work along roads known 
to be used by persons frequenting 
night resorts where liquor is sold and 
in the vicinity of such resorts.” 

Monyahan said the patrols would 
give particular attention to the hours 
between midnight and morning when 
many “parties” are breaking up and 
the individual members returning to 
their homes in cars. 

Officers will be instructed to take 
intoxicated persons to the nearest 
physician for examination. Monyahan 
declared, however, that it is not neces 
sary to do this to establish intoxica- 
tion and that the arresting officer may

such tests as shall in the judgment of 
the officer determine whether the of- 
fender is intoxicated.
